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10A NCAC 13D .2102  ISSUANCE OF LICENSE 

(a) Only one license shall be issued to each facility. The Department shall issue a license to the licensee of the 4 

facility an applicant following review of operational policies and procedures and verification of compliance with 

applicable laws and rules.

(b) Licenses are not transferable. 

(c) The bed capacity and services provided in a facility shall be in compliance with G.S. 131E, Article 9 regarding 

Certificate of Need. 

(d) The license shall be posted in a prominent location, accessible to public view, within the licensed premises. 

(e) A facility that advertises, markets or otherwise promotes itself as having a special care unit for residents with 11 

Alzheimer's Disease or related disorders in the adult care home portion of a combination facility and meets the 12 

requirements in Section .3000 for specially designated units and the rules set forth in this Subchapter shall be 13 

licensed as a nursing home with a special care unit in the adult care home portion of a combination facility. The 14 

license shall indicate that a special care unit for residents with Alzheimer's Disease or related disorders is provided. 15
